He in- 
structed Mr. Nickle to fight the matter in the 
@ourts, but judgment there went against him, 
@né he was forced to buy the shares. 

Being financially hard pressed at the time, 
he proposed to Mr. Nickle that he should give 
him the two shares of stock, which he had been 
forced to purchase, in lieu of a fee. Mr. Nickle 
agreed, and for one year complacently received 
dividends upon the shares. The next develop 
Ment came with the collapse of the bank. Not 
only was Mr. Nickle forced to refund the divi- 
Gends which he had received, but be was also 
called upon to pay the double liability in re 
spect to the shares which be had accepted. 

The incident is one to which the attorney. 
general looks back with a fortunate apprecia- 
tion of {ts humorous side, and he laughingly 
told {t as a joke upon himself when banking 
experience became a subject for conversation 
because of the Home Bank failure,
